Never is the insincerity of our Church’s enemies 
so apparent as during the time immediately preceding 
an election. The campaign literature which they 

rint and circulate contain charges which they well 
now to be calumnies, but which a large carefully 
selected number of people do noi know to be such. 
What has always seemed strange is that Republican 
candidates have the support of these unscrup- 
ulous people, while the Republican party is hard after 
~the. vote of Catholics, the majority of whom have in 
the past been Democrats. On the other hand, during 
a Republican administration less of the anti- Catholic 
spirit seems to be prevalent. 

Should not the ripe season be taken ad- 
vantage of by Catholics to expose the insincerity and 
dishonesty of the Shurck? s enemies—of course, in a 
friendly and charitable manner? I do not advocate 
that we pay attention to our professed enemies for 
their own sakes, but justice to the Church demands 
that we remove the stigma which is attached to her, 
and charity -to our non-Catholic brethren dictates 
that we tell them the truth about ourselves.

lion non-Catholies? There are, in our country, eighty- 
five million non-Catholics, and we have not reached 
more than one per cent of these with the antidote to 
the poison which has been administered to them from 
childhood, in frequent doses. There is no doubt that 
the great | bulk of the American people would like to be 
fair, but in the light of the education that they, have 
received, how can they be fair? 

Twenty-four million people, who gy. to the 
different religious sects, are taught by 150,000 min- 
isters and a half million Sunday school teachers, who 
do not understand us, to say the least. Then there 
are secret organizations, some professedly, some 
only in influence, anti-Catholic, in which several! mil- 
lion people hold membership. Probably fifty million 
people who are not connected with any of the 
churches, had parents who were reared in bigotry. 
This one-half of our whole population is not friendly 
to Catholies, though it could not tell why. 

All these people could be reached with our litera- 
ture if it were distributed in an organized, systematic 
manner; and these, our fellow countrymen, would 
really thank us for giving them the information 
which they could not procure from any other than a 
Catholic source.
